Management plays a large role in 
the maintenance of productive 
stands of pasture. Establishing a 
pasture takes time, costs money 
and if unsatisfactory yields are ob- 
tained, affects your livestock pro- 
gram. 

Before any field is seeded to 
pasture it should be cultivated well 
0 give good weed control. The seed 
bed should be well prepared and be 
firm, The seed itself should be 
quality seed with a strong germin- 
ation and free from weeds. The 
choice of grass and legumes wiil 
vary with topography of the land 
and use to be made of the pasture. 
Pastures which do not have leg- 
umes generally show a mark de- 
creases in yield within a few years, 
this is due to the lack of nitrogen. 
When the legumes are present the 
Ganger of bloat is also present. 
therefore the perecentage of leg- 
umes must of necessity be kept low. 

Stands of forage whether used 
for pasture or hay can usually be 
increased by fetrilizing. Generally 
grass stands require nitrogen while 
legume stands require phosphorus, 
mixed stands give best response to 
a =nitrogen-phasphorus _ fertilizer. 

Where sulphur deficiency is a 
problem a sulphur fertilizer should 
be used. 

In fertilizing forage crops the 
rates should be around 100 pounds 
to the acre, lesser rates give little 
results. 

Old pastures may be rejuvinated 
by tearing them up with a culti- 
vator but results are short-lived. 
In some cases they can be improved 
by adding some new seed at the
